Man killed in shotting is identified 
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OAKLAND — A man killed Sat¬ 
urday after pointing a gun at poUce 
officers following a shooting and 
car chase"4i^ been identified as 
StephenVJiil^, who had a lengthy 
‘"'Lfiminal record and a history of 
drug use, investigators said. 

Hours before Cliff was killed, he 
told family members he wanted to 
kill himsek and had told others he 
would shoot it out with poUce if 
confronted, Sgt. Greg Bingham said 
Sunday. 

Based on statements from the 
three officers who shot Cliff and 
supporting statements from resi¬ 
dents who witnessed tl\e shooting, 
“Tlie officers had no choice but to 
fire” at Cliff, Bingham said. 

“They were left with no alterna¬ 
tive. He was given every opportu¬ 
nity to surrender but refused to do 
so.” 

Saturday’s violence began about

About 10 mimtes later, poUce 
spotted Cliff in I jBB van near Have- 
nscourt Boulevam and East 14th 
Street and began Allowing it.

Cliff lost contrik of the van and 
crashed into a s-cdp sign, coming to 


rest on the curb. 

Cliff got out and refused re-1 
peated orders to surrender and drop 
his gun, police said. 

“We think he was trying to shoot 
the officers, but the gun jammed,” 
Bingham said, noting that a bullet 
found in the chamber of Cliffs gun 
had a strike mark on it. There were 
also three bullets in the gun’s clip. 

When Cliff continued to point the 
gun. Officers Michael Morse, James 
Keller and David Price began 
shooting at him with their semi-au¬ 
tomatic pistols. 

Cliff fell with the gun still in his 
hand and refused repeated orders to 
surrender and drop the gun, police 
said. When Cliff started getting up 
and pointed his gun at officers a 
second time, they again opened fire 
and Cliff fell to the ground with sev¬ 
eral mortal wounds, Bingham said.
